DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on October 23, 2007 
which has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-13 and 15-21 are pending in the application. Claim 14 has been 
cancelled. 

-The 103(a) rejection of claims 9 and 21 has been withdrawn due to applicant 
amending these claims with limitations not disclosed by the prior art of record used in 
the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 and 15-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for: 

-(as to claims 1 , 9, 10 and 21 ) a range gearbox and method for providing gear 
assist shifting in the gearbox using a planetary gear with a sun gear, planet wheels and 
a ring gear wherein the ring gear is axially shiftable by interengaging angled tooth faces 
(helical) of the planetary gear by axial forces arising on the gear from speed changes 
during synchronization which moves the ring gear in the same direction as the external 
shifting force during shifting to a low range and in combination with the remaining 
limitations of claims 1,9,10 and 21 as written.
